Diploma  Examinations  Program 
Annual  Report

Programs 

Field  test  teachers  and  program  consultants 
from  the  Student  Evaluation  and  Curriculum 
Branches  and  the  Alberta  Distance  Learning 
Centre  met  in  December  to  review  the  30-level 
science  programs  of  study.  Their  suggestions 
included  clarifying  terms,  depth  and  detail, 
deleting  some  sections,  changing  the  sequence 
of  topics  and  specifying  the  knowledge 
required  from  previous  courses. 
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The  subcommittees  for  Science  10-20-30, 
Biology  20-30,  Chemistry  20-30  and  Physics 
20-30  met  in  Sate  January  to  review  the 
suggested  changes  and  to  make  further 
recommendations  for  revisions  prior  to 
authorization  of  the  programs  in  the  spring.

Teachers  have  been  working  with  program 
consultants  to  develop  improved  assessment 
resources  for  Science  10-20,  Biology  20, 
Chemistry  20  and  Physics  20.

The  custom-developed  Visions  3 student  text 
and  teacher's  guide  are  almost  complete  and 
ready  for  typesetting.

The  student  text  will  be  available  from  the 
LRDC  in  May  and  the  teacher's  guide  shortly 
thereafter. 

Field  Validation 

The  field  validation  of  Science  30,  Biology  30, 
Chemistry  30  and  Physics  30  is  into  its  second 
semester.  Teachers  report  that  the  discipline 
programs  are  going  very  well  and  Science  30  is 
going  reasonably  well.  Students  are  finding 
Science  30  interesting  and  challenging.  Some 
teachers  said  that  while  Science  30  is 
appropriate  for  many  students  pursuing  post- 
secondary studies  in  nonscience  areas,  the 
content  needs  to  be  reduced  or  delimited  to 
make  the  standard  of  the  course  attainable  for 
students  experiencing  difficulties  with 
academic  core  programs.  Teacher  feedback  is 
being  used  to  revise  the  programs  of  study  and 
Visions  3 student  text. 

Post-secondary  Acceptance  of  Science  30 

A survey  of  post-secondary  institutions  in 
Alberta  and  universities  in  other  parts  of 
Canada  reveals  that  Science  30  is  accepted  for 
admission  into  faculties  and  departments  with 
nonscience  and  engineering  orientations;  for 
example,  studies  in  arts  and  education. 


Of  the  out-of-province  universities,  Bishop's 
University  and  Simon  Fraser  University  will 
accept  Science  30  for  entrance  into  all 
programs,  including  science  programs.  For 
most  other  universities,  students  must  have 
specific  prerequisites  in  the  disciplines  before 
taking  programs  in  biology,  physics  or 
chemistry.  Beginning  this  year,  students  at  the 
University  of  Alberta  may  enroll  in  a special 
"expanded"  first  year  physics  course  without  the 
Physics  30  prerequisite.  At  the  University  of 
British  Columbia,  students  can  take  first-year 
biology  courses,  and  at  Bishop's  and  Simon 
Fraser,  students  may  enter  any  program  with 
Science  30.  A number  of  other  universities 
have  yet  to  respond  to  a request  for  information 
on  the  acceptance  of  Science  30.  Others  will 
also  be  contacted,  particularly  community  and 
junior  colleges.  A list  of  out-of-province 
universities  that  have  responded  is  available 
upon  request.

Earth  Science  Content  of  School 
Gurricuga 

The  Canadian  Geoscience  Education  Board 
was  founded  earlier  this  year  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Canadian  Geoscience  Council 
(CGC).

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Prime  Minister  Announces  Winners 
of  Awards  for  Outstanding  Science. 
Technology  and  Mathematics 
Teaching 

Prime  Minister  Jean  Chretien  recently 
announced  the  first  recipients  of  the  Prime 
Minister's  Awards  for  Teaching  Excellence  in 
Science,  Technology  and  Mathematics.  The 
awards  were  established  to  recognize 
exemplary  elementary  and  secondary  school 
educators  in  these  disciplines. 

The  awards  were  given  to  elementary  and 
secondary  school  teachers  who  have  had  a 
major,  proven  impact  on  student  performance 
and  interest  in  science,  technology  and 
mathematics. 

A total  of  191  winners  were  chosen  this  year 
from  almost  500  nominations  submitted. 

Fifteen  national,  35  provincial/territorial  and 
141  local  awards  were  provided. 

Alberta's  national  winner  was  Jean 
Hetherington,  a Grade  5/6  teacher  at  York 
School  in  Edmonton.  Ms.  Hetherington 
developed  several  science  units  that  resulted 
in  student  achievement  well  above  the  district 
norms,  and  introduced  students  to  the  real 
world  of  science  outside  the  classroom  through 
mentorship  programs. 

Alberta's  provincial  winners  were  James 
Bererton,  M.  E.  LaZerte  Composite  High 
School  in  Edmonton;  Jenny  Bererton,  Bonnie 
Doon  Composite  High  School  in  Edmonton;
